Expectant Mother s Smoking 
May Affect Baby's Health 


By JAMES WILKINSON

LONDON—A new warning to I 
expectant mothers who smoke 
was given in the medical news­ 
paper Medical News-Tribune. 
Research, has indicated that, 
I these women are jeopardizing 
the health of their babies. 
For expectant mothers who 
smoke 10 or more cigarettes a 
day are nearly 50 per cent more 
likely to have babies who are 
prone to fits or convulsions. 
The evidence comes from a 
longterm study started, in 1958 
and called the perinatal mortali­ 
ty study. 


The new facts will be used by 
doctors to stress the dangers of 
smoking to pregnant women. 
The survey studied the devel­ 
opment of 17,000 babies all born 
during the same week in 1958. 
Nearly 90 per cent of these ba­ 
bies were re-examined seven 
years later. 
The evidence showing the link 
between fits and smoking was 
disclosed, to a meeting in Den­ 
mark by Dr. Euan Ross of Bris­ 
tol University Department of 
Child Health.

The Doors Still Close 
On Legislative Committees 


“They p r o m i s e you a particular 
piece »>! legislation As soon as the leg­ 
islature meets, a hill embodying that 
legislation is introduced. It is referred 
to a committee. You never hear of it 
again. What happened? Nobody knows 
what happened. . .Yet it is our busi­ 
ness, and it is the business of every 
man in the state; we ha\e a right to 
know all the particulars of that bill's 
history.”—Woodrow Wilson (jmtk 
Things have not c h a n g e d much 
since Woodrow Wilson, as governor of 
New Jersey and president-elect of the 
I nited States, gave voice to his frus- 
t r a t i o n at the legislative committee 
process 57 years ago. 
There has been some i m p r o v e * 
ment, according to Richard W. Card- 
well. general counsel of the Hoosier 
State Press Association, who just com­ 
pleted a survey of practices among the 
50 state legislatures. 
In 1959, he r e p o r t e d , only 16 
states required legislative committee 
hearings to be open to the public. In 
1965, that number had grown to 20, 
and last year, it had increased to 27 — 
more than half the states, 
California was among the 27. 
IT IS NOT too e n c o u r a g i n g, 
though, to note that even today nearly 
half the state legislatures do not even 
require open hearings — to say noth­ 
ing of open discussions, and p u b l i c 
committee votes. 
It is in the latter categories that 
California is found wanting. 
Cardwell, in his survey, reported 
that discussions by California Jegisla- 
t i v e committees are open “usually,” 
that closed executive sessions are held 
“rarely ” and that voting is in open ses­ 
sion “always.” 
WE WISH all this were so. 
Committee discussions at hearing

sessions are usually open. But often 
the action is not taken there. A bill 
may be held in committee, without any 
vote ever being announced, until the 
session is over and it is dead. Or. when 
the vote is taken in closed session — 
as it is w h e n e v e r the matter is a 
“sticky" one on which some committee 
members don't want to be committed 
publicly — who voted how is not an­ 
nounced. 
Not long ago. the Assembly Rules 
Committee considered changing this, 
to require published roll call votes on 
all committee decisions. The members 
discussed the change in private, and 
voted it down in private. Nobody, of 
course, wanted his vote recorded — so 
only the tally was announced, not who 
voted how. 
THE CALIFORNIA L E G IS L A- 
TURE has passed quite a few bills to 
force other public bodies to conduct 
their deliberations in p u b l i c , and to 
open their records to the public. But it

Walsh Measure Merely First 
Of South's Raids On North 


By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - 
Sooner or later, the state legis­ 
lature must come to the reali­ 
zation that changing times 
mean changing conditions in 
the enactment of legislation 
regarding a good many things 
which have been taken for 
granted for many, many years. 
An example is the passage 
of SB 38. by Sen. Lawrence 
Walsh. D-Los Angeles, which 
revises the allocation of high­ 
way funds from gasoline tax 
money to 60 per cent for south­ 
ern California and 40 per cent 
for the north. The previous ar­ 
rangement had been 55 per 
cent for the south, and 45 for 
the north. 
The Walsh measure isn't 
through the legislature as yet, 
but the fighting senator from 
Huntington Park is thoroughly 
confident that it will clear the 
Assembly and be signed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


CYNIC'S CORNER 


ACCORDING t o computa­ 
tions of the Department of 
Public Works, the south will 
benefit to the extent of about 
$40 million annually, meaning 
that the southern portion of 
the state will get that much 
more highway construction as 
a result of the legislative vote. 
While the south long has had 
more p o p u l a t i o n than the 
north, the five per cent conces­ 
sion when the highway users 
tax was inaugurated was ex­ 
pected to endure forever, as it 
was not anticipated at that 
time the U. S. Supreme Court 
would hand down its “one 
man. 
one 
vote’* 
decision, 
thereby giving the south a 
majority in the state Senate. 
THAT THIS is the first raid 
can be taken for granted, for 
with success the first time, 
more can be expected. Look 
for raids on the north’s water 
for one more thing. 
There could also be addition­ 


al raids on the highway funds. 
With further apportionments 
occasioned by the 1970 census, 
it is expected that the south 
will gain even more represen­ 
tation in both Assembly and 
Senate. 
Senator Walsh should be 
congratulated on his efforts for 
Southern California. He has 
made the securing of an extra 
five per cent one of the princi­ 
pal aims of the 1970 session. 
The vote was close, and was 
made strictly on north-south 
alignment.

Foster said he had called to­ 
gether a panel of sue distin­ 
guished scientists, asked them 
to put aside their political con­ 
victions and pass on the feasi­ 
bility of IV missile. 
“Now there was considera­ 
ble concern about this move” 
Foster testified, “but. as a 
matter of fact, the report was 
sent to the secretary of de­ 
fense and what it said was 
that this equipment wiU do the 
jobs that the Department of 
Defense wants to do.” 
THE OTHER DAY the com­ 
mittee called two of the scien­ 
tists who served on that panel. 
Marvin 
L. 
Goldberger 
of 
Princeton University and Sid­ 
ney D. Drell, deputy director 
of the Stanford Linear Accele­ 
rator Center. 
They both testified that there 
was no such statement as Fos­ 
ter had made in the report of 
the six scientists. The report is 
classified secret. 
Both scientists were unalter­ 
ably opposed to the work going 
forward on phase I of Safe­ 
guard. to protect missile bases 
in Montana and North Dakota, 
and on phase II extending the 
system to three or four other 
centers. It is unworkable as a 
defense system, they testified. 
What is more, according to 
Goldberger. no group of scien­ 
tists, or any scientist of re­ 
pute, has ever supported the 
Safeguard system. 
THE ADVOCATES of ABM 
presented before congressional 
committees by the defense de­ 
partment almost to a man 
avoided talking about the ac­ 
tual system, even though they 
were in closed session. Gold­ 
berger said: 
“The most charitable inter­ 
pretation one can put on this 
remarkable fact is that they 
could not, as men of scientific 
integrity, defend the system 
that was being proposed. Thev 
concentrated instead on the 


Soviet threat, 
the intransi­ 
gence of the Chinese, nations! 
determination, the virttHHRff 
defensive weapons as extolled 
by Mr. Kosygin (tbs Soviet 
premier), etc , but never, nev­ 
er on tV relation of Safeguard 
performance to the actual or 
projected threat.” 
THE SENATE will begin 
debate later this month on 
money 
for 
safeguard. 
The 
armed services committee has 
reported out a military author­ 
ization bill with the Chinese 
ABM umbrella sheared away 
and other facets of the admin­ 
istration program pared down 
Nevertheless, the vote wilt be 
a test of this newest round in 
the arms race. 
The testimony of Doctors 
Goldberger and Drell goes into 
a .scientific realm that often 
leaves the layman far behind. 
Nothing could better illustrate 
the bewildering complexity of 
these so-called weapons which, 
once deployed, take out of hu­ 
man control the choices of re­ 
sponse. 
But in simplest terms — 
probably oversimplified — the 
scientists’ case against Safe­ 
guard ABM is as follows: The 
controlling device is a giant 
radar, a great brain, that re­ 
sponds to a series of warning 
impulses by sending defensive 
missiles into the air to knock 
down incoming offensive mis­ 
siles. The scientists contend 
(1) The giant brain is altogeth­ 
er too vulnerable to attack and 
without it Safeguard is a zom­ 
bie. (2) There is no proof 
whatsoever — quite on the 
contrary — that the defensive 
missiles will function when the 
heavens are exploding with in­ 
coming nuclear flak designed 
to thwart them. 
ONE POINT in Drell’s testi­ 
mony is perfectly clear. The 
estimated cost of phase 1I-A of 
Safeguard is $7 billion, which 
comes to $70 million apiece for 
Safeguards to protect 100 Min- 
uteman missiles. But Minute- 
man III. an advance over II 
with multiple warheads, costs 
only $8 million. So a defense 
that is no defense at all, if one 
accepts the view of scientists 
who know most about this 
whole 21st century madness, 
costs 10 times as much as the 
offense. 
This is what President Nixon 
called at a press conference in 
January a “virtually infalli­ 
ble” defense. Between the poli­ 
ticians and the scientists the 
credibility gap is appallingly 
wide.

Guyana and Venezuela have 
acted to cool South America’s 
most troublesome border dis­ 
pute. 
Under an agreement signed. 
June II in. Port of Spain, Trini­ 
dad, the two agreed to shelve 
for 12 years the dispute which 
arose from Venezuela’s claim 
to about 53,000 square miles of 
Guyana’s territory west of the 
Essequibo River. 
It w o u l d give Venezuela 
agout three-fifths of Guyana. 
THE QUARREL goes back 
to 1899 and a treaty Venezuela 
signed with Great Britain. The 
Venezuelans later declared the 
treaty void and have been 
p r e s s i n g their claim since 
s h o r t l y before Guyana ob­ 
tained its independence from 
Britain in 1966. 
It has been a continuing 
source of friction between the 
two countries and there have 
been minor border clashes. 
The land involved in the dis­ 
pute is largely uninhabited but 
is rich in mineral deposits and 
other potential wealth. 
Included is the Rupununi 
plateau where in 1969 ranchers 
and their cowboys attempted 
unsuccessfully a revolt against 
the Guyana government of 
Prime Minister Forbes Burn­ 
ham. 
The government put it down 
but accused Venezuela of fi­ 
nancing and training the cat­ 
tlemen, a charge officially de­ 
nied by Venezuela. 
MUCH OF the credit for the 
agreement goes to Venezuelan 
President Dr. Rafael Caldera 
who has sought to dampen 
down the dispute since taking 
office 15 months ago. 
He had been hampered by a 
split between hawks and doves 
in his own cabinet, the hawks 
wanting to pursue the claim 
by force if necessary' and the 
doves demanding that the dis­ 
pute be dropped and that Ven­ 
ezuela proceed with develop­ 
ment of land it already had. 
Caldera favored the latter 


course but in taking his action 
may have courted, more trou­ 
ble in the opposition-controlled 
Velez,'uel an congress* where he 
is outvoted three to one. 
' The leading opposition par­ 
ty, Acción Democrática,, has 
accused him of outright reün- 
q u i s h m e n t of Venezuela s 
claims. 
Caldera calls the agreement 
a “moratorium.” It may be 
extended automatically unless 
either government exercises 
the option to end it at the end 
of the 2 years. 


THE AGREEMENT is of 
substantial benefit to Guyana 
which now is free to go ahead 
with development of the area 
without the harassment of out­ 
side pressures. 
The dispute with Venezuela 
has been one of two plaguing 
the Guyana government. 
Surinam, bordering Guyana 
on the east, claims some 9.000 
square miles in a region bor­ 
dering on Surinam and Brazil 
to the south. 
Each side has accused the 
other of aggression in the area 
which is uninhabited jungle. 
Diplomatic negotiations on the 
issue are under way in The 
Hague, capital of the Nether­ 
lands. Surinam is an autono­ 
mous region in the kingdom of 
the Netherlands.

Insurance Urged 


Rail Strike Snarls Bay Commute, 


Brings Plea For Federal Action 


WASHINGTON

cradle-to-grave health insurance 
plan for every American was 
unveiled today 
by the blue- 
ribbon, 100-member Committee 
for National Health Insurance, 
It would be financed by work­ 
ers, employers and government. 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
United 
Auto W orkers (UAW) president 
and committee chairm an, said 
the proposed “ health security 
program ” would give millions 
of Americans health insurance 
coverage for the first tim e and 
would 
solve 
many 
of 
the 
nation’s pressing health prob­ 
lems. It would require congres­ 
sional enactm ent. 
The committee estimated the 
cost for such a program in 1969 
would have been $37 billion. It 
projected no estim ate for 1973, 
when the plan is proposed to 
take effect. 
Of needed funds, 40 per cent 
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would 
come 
from 
federal 
general tax revenues, 35 per 
cent from an employer payroll 
tax and 25 per cent from a tax 
on 
individual 
income - up 
to 
$15,000. 
Doctors, hospitals and other 
providers of m edical services 
would agree not to charge their 
patients, but instead to bill the 
health security program. P a­ 
tients thus would not be billed 
for covered services. 
“The insecurity created by 
the health crisis in America 
gnaws at the American family, 
and at the deepest roots of our 
society,” Woodcock said in a 
statement. 
The plan would provide these 
patient benefits: 
—All necessary doctor servi- 
j ces. 
—All necessary hospital servi­ 
ces, nursing home care of up to 
120 days for each illness, and 
home health services.

Council Splits, Rejects 


Alto Cluster Proposal 


The Mill Valley City Council, 
faced last night with a request 
for an increase of nearly 44 per 
cent in density as the price for 
open space in a cluster develop­ 
ment, decided the price was too 
high. (Another Mill Valley City 
Council story, page 28.) 
A plan to cluster 120 garden 
c o t t a g e s at the base of a 
27.5-acre hill in the upper part 
of the city’s Alto Bowl was 
presented and the council de­ 
nied the application of Cal-Fong 
Investment Corp. 
Councilman Jerom e C. Hauke, 
noted that alternative single­ 
family development previously 
approved would perm it total de­ 
velopment of the acreage and 
warned the hill would be “ lost 
under a sea of concrete,” if the 
cluster plan were turned down. 
But the m ajority agreed with 
Councilman Robert H. Andresen 
that the density price tag was 
too high. 


Reacting to strong public pro­ 
test, including numerous letters 
and a petition signed by 200 per­ 
sons, the council voted 3-2 to 
deny 
the 
application, 
Mayor 
George E. Wickham and Hauke 
in favor of the plan, Jean S. i 
Barnard, 
Edward 
J. 
Boesse- 
necker and Andresen opposed. 


A steady stream of owners of 
homes in nearby Scott Valley 
and Alto paraded before the 
council to request that Cal-Fong 
not be granted a density in­ 
crease from 3 dwelling units per 
acre to 4.36 units.

IT WILL BE the royal chil­ 
dren's first visit to America, a 
treat both have wanted for 
years but never realized until 
the invitation from President 
Nixon’s daughters. They will 
be the guests of Tricia. her sis­ 
ter, Julie, and Julie’s husband, 
David Eisenhower. 
Charles will stay in the Lin­ 
coln bedroom at 1600 Pennsyl­ 
vania Ave., and Anne, 19, will 
sleep in the Queen’s Bedroom.

Expectant Mother's Smoking 


May Affect Babys Health 


By JAMES WILKINSON

LONDON—A new warning to 
expectant mothers who smoke 
was given in the medical news­ 
paper Medical News-Tribune, 
Research has indicated that 
I these women are jeopardizing 
the health of their babies. 
For expectant mothers who 
smoke 10 or more cigarettes a 
day are nearly 50 per cent more 
likely to have babies who are 
prone to fits or convulsions. 
The evidence comes from a 
longterm study started in 1958 
and called the perinatal mortali­ 
ty study. 
It already is known that wom­ 
en who smoke during pregnancy 
on the average have lighter ba­ 
bies than mothers who don’t 
smoke, and this carries with it 
increased risks of trouble dur-

The evidence showing the link 
between fits and smoking was 
disclosed to a meeting in Den­ 
mark by Dr. Euan Ross of Bris­ 
tol University Department of 
Child Health. 
There is evidence that a moth­ 
er’s smoking habits can perm a­ 
nently affect her child’s brain, 
he said. 
Among the children with some 
form of convulsive illness cer­ 
tain other features were evident 
such as backwardness at read­ 
ing and some social maladjust­ 
ment, he said.

The Doors Still Close 
On Legislative Committees 


“They p r o m i s e you a particular 
piece of legislation. As soon as the leg­ 
islature meets, a bill embodying that 
legislation is introduced. It is referred 
to a committee. You never hear of it 
again. What happened? Nobody knows 
what happened. . .Yet it is our busi­ 
ness, and it is the business of every 
man in the state; we have a right to 
know all the particulars of that bill’s 
history."— Woodrow Wilson (1913). 
Things have not c h a n g e d much 
since Woodrow Wilson, as governor of 
New Jersey and president-elect of the 
United States, gave voice to his frus- 
t r a t i o n at the legislative committee 
process 57 years ago. 
There has been some i m p r o v e - 
ment, according to Richard W. Card- 
well, general counsel of the Hoosier 
State Press Association, who just com­ 
pleted a survey of practices among the 
50 state legislatures. 
In 1959, he r e p o r t e d , only 16 
states required legislative committee 
hearings to be open to the public. In 
1965, that number had grown to 20, 
and last year, it had increased to 27 — 
more than half the states. 
California was among the 27. 
IT IS NOT too e n c o u r a g i n g , 
though, to note that even today nearly 
half the state legislatures do not even 
require open hearings — to say noth­ 
ing of open discussions, and p u b l i c 
committee votes. 
It is in the latter categories that 
California is found wanting. 
Cardwell, in his survey, reported 
that discussions by California legisla- 
t i v e committees are open “usually,” 
that closed executive sessions are held 
“rarely,” and that voting is in open ses­ 
sion “always.” 
WE WISH all this were so. 
Committee discussions at hearing

sessions are usually open. But often 
the action is not taken there. A bill 
may be held in committee, without any 
vote ever being announced, until the 
session is over and it is dead. Or, when 
the vote is taken in closed session — 
as it is w h e n e v e r the m atter is a 
“sticky” one on which some committee 
members don’t want to be committed 
publicly — who voted how is not an­ 
nounced. 
Not long ago. the Assembly Rules 
Committee considered changing this, 
to require published roll call votes on 
all committee decisions. The members 
discussed the change in private, and 
voted it down in private. Nobody, of 
course, wanted his vote recorded — so 
only the tally was announced, not who 
voted how. 


THE CALIFORNIA L E G I S L A- 
TURE has passed quite a few bills to 
force other public bodies to conduct 
their deliberations in p u b 1 i c, and to 
open their records to the public. But it 
is loathe to apply the same rules to it­ 
self. 
Even Marin-Sonoma Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, a leading propo­ 
nent of doing the public’s b u s i n e s s 
publicly, does an about-face when it 
comes to the legislature itself. Since 
floor debate and vote are public, he 
holds, there is no need to require that 
all committee meetings and votes be 
public. 
This is the same old rationale used 
by school boards, city councils and oth­ 
ers when they sneak b e h i n d closed 
doors to “talk things over,” then for­ 
malize in public meetings what they’ve 
decided privately. 
It holds no more w ater for legisla­ 
tive committees than it does for any 
other public body.

Branded A Secret Fiction 


1976-71 budget for Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital which, because 
of limitation of space and 
pressure of time, was not in­ 
cluded in your otherwise very' 
thorough coverage of the June 
meeting of the board of di­ 
rectors of the Marin Hospital 
District. 


We think it is important that 
your readers know that our 
budget estimate of expenses 
for 1970-71 is $8.5 million com­ 
pared to $7.3 million for the 
1969-70 fiscal year; but we also 
believe it is most important 
for your readers to know why 
there is an increase of this 
size. . . 


Marin General costs have 
gone up in several ways:First, 
the 1970-71 fiscal year will be 
the first one in which the 
Community M e n t a l Health 
Center will be fully open for 
the entire 12 months. This 
means additional costs, but it 
also means additional revenue. 
thn additional patients 
served by the hospital means 
additional costs for staff and 
supplies in such out-patient 
services as the emergency de­ 
partment. X-ray and laborato­ 
ry as well as for in-patients. 
But this added cost is also 
matched by increased reve­ 
nue. 


Third, the hospital is faced 
with the increased costs of an 
expanded health program for 
employees which was mandat­ 
ed by the state legislature. 
This extra cost must be met 
by more efficient administra­ 
tion of hospital income, and 
our budget foresees us doing 
just that. . . 


Moreover, now' that the orig­ 
inal construction bonds are 
paid off, this year, for the first 
time since 1952, there will be 
no tax levied by the Marin 
Hospital District. The resi­ 
dents of the Marin Hospital 
District now own a hospital fa­ 
cility valued at $8 million free 
and clear, and the cost of op­ 
erations are borne by those 
who use it, at rates, I migl* 
add. which are lower than all 
other hospitals in the county 
and below’ most of the hospi­ 
tals in the Bay Area.

WASHINGTON - The first 
casualty of war. Truth is also 
a casualty of the fierce strug­ 
gle over the next round in the 
nuclear arms race. This was 
dramatically demonstrated be­ 
fore the Senate subcommittee 
on arms control in a series of 
exchanges that almost entirely 
escaped notice. 
The chief propagandist for 
t h e 
Safeguard anti-ballistic 
missile program, John S. Fos­ 
ter Jr., Pentagon director for 
research and engineering, ap­ 
peared before the committee 
early last month. Making his 
case for phase II of Safeguard, 
Foster said he had called to­ 
gether a panel of six distin­ 
guished scientists, asked them 
to put aside their political con­ 
victions and pass on the feasi­ 
bility of the missile. 
“Now there was considera­ 
ble concern about this move” 
Foster testified, “but, as a 
matter of fact, the report was 
sent to the secretary of de­ 
fense and what it said was 
that this equipment will do the 
jobs that the Department of 
Defense wants to do.” 
THE OTHER DAY the com­ 
mittee called two of the scien­ 
tists who served on that panel. 
Marvin 
L. 
Goldberger 
of 
Princeton University and Sid­ 
ney D. Drell, deputy director 
of the Stanford Linear Accele­ 
rator Center. 
They both testified that there 
was no such statement as Fos­ 
ter had made in the report of 
the six scientists. The report is 
classified secret. 
Both scientists were unalter­ 
ably opposed to the work going 
forward on phase I of Safe­ 
guard, to protect missile bases 
in Montana and North Dakota, 
and on phase II extending the 
system to three or four other 
centers. It is unworkable as a 
defense system, they testified. 
What is more, according to 
Goldberger, no group of scien­ 
tists, or any scientist of re­ 
pute, has ever supported the 
Safeguard system. 
THE ADVOCATES of ABM 
presented before congressional 
committees by the defense de­ 
partment almost to a man 
avoided talking about the ac­ 
tual system, even though they 
were in closed session. Gold­ 
berger said: 
“The most charitable inter­ 
pretation one can put on this 
remarkable fact is that they 
could not, as men of scientific 
integrity, defend the system 
that was being proposed. Thev 
concentrated instead on the 


Soviet 
threat, 
the 
intransi­ 
gence of the Chinese, national 
determination, the virtues of 
defensive weapons as extolled 
by Mr. Kosygin (the Soviet 
premier), etc., but never, nev­ 
er on the relation of Safeguard 
performance to the actual or 
projected threat.” 
THE SENATE will begin 
debate later this month on 
money 
for 
safeguard. 
The 
armed services committee has 
reported out a military author­ 
ization bill with the Chinese 
ABM umbrella sheared away 
and other facets of the admin­ 
istration program pared down. 
Nevertheless, the vote will be 
a test of this newest round in 
the arms race. 
The testimony of Doctors 
Goldberger and Drell goes into 
a scientific realm that often 
leaves the layman far behind. 
Nothing could better illustrate 
the bewildering complexity of 
these so-called w'eapons which, 
once deployed, take out of hu­ 
man control the choices of re­ 
sponse. 
Put in simplest terms — 
probably oversimplified — the 
scientists’ case against Safe­ 
guard ABM is as follows: The 
controlling device is a giant 
radar, a great brain, that re­ 
sponds to a series of warning 
impulses by sending defensive 
missiles into the air to knock 
down incoming offensive mis­ 
siles. The scientists contend 
(1) The giant brain is altogeth­ 
er too vulnerable to attack and 
without it Safeguard is a zom­ 
bie. (2) There is no proof 
whatsoever — quite on the 
contrary — that the defensive 
missiles will function when the 
heavens are exploding with in­ 
coming nuclear flak designed 
to thwart them. 
ONE POINT in Drell’s testi­ 
mony is perfectly clear. The 
estimated cost of phase II-A of 
Safeguard is $7 billion, which 
comes to $70 million apiece for 
Safeguards to protect 100 Min- 
uteman missiles. But Minute- 
man III, an advance over II 
with multiple warheads, costs 
only $8 million. So a defense 
that is no defense at all, if one 
accepts the view of scientists 
who know most about this 
w’hole 21st century madness, 
costs 10 times as much as the 
offense. 
This is what President. Nixon 
called at a press conference in 
January a “ virtually infalli­ 
ble” defense. Between the poli­ 
ticians and the scientists the 
credibility gar> is appallingly 
wide.

Guyana and Venezuela have 
acted to cool South America’s 
most troublesome border dis: 
pute. 
Under an agreement signed 
June 18 in Port of Spain, Trini­ 
dad, the two agreed to shelve 
for 12 years the dispute which 
arose from Venezuela's claim 
to about 53,000 square miles of 
Guyana’s territory west of the 
Essequibo River. 
It w o u l d give Venezuela 
agout three-fifths of Guyana. 
THE QUARREL goes back 
to 1899 and a treaty Venezuela 
signed with Great Britain. The 
Venezuelans later declared the 
treaty void and have been 
p r e s s i n g their claim since 
s h o r t l y before Guyana ob­ 
tained its independence from 
Britain in 1966. 
It has been a continuing 
source of friction between the 
two countries and there have 
been minor border clashes. 
The land involved in the dis­ 
pute is largely uninhabited but 
is rich in mineral deposits and 
other potential wealth. 
Included 
is the Rupununi 
plateau where in 1969 ranchers 
and their cowboys attempted 
unsuccessfully a revolt against 
the Guyana government 
of 
Prime Minister Forbes Burn­ 
ham. 
The government put it down 
but accused Venezuela of fi­ 
nancing and training the cat­ 
tlemen, a charge officially de­ 
nied by Venezuela. 
MUCH OF the credit for the 
agreement goes to Venezuelan 
President Dr. Rafael Caldera 
who has sought to dampen 
down the dispute since taking 
cffice 15 months ago. 
lie had been hampered by a 
split between hawks and doves 
in his own cabinet, the hawks, 
wanting to pursue the claim 
by force if necessary and the 
doves demanding that the dis­ 
pute be dropped and fhat Ven­ 
ezuela proce^. with develop­ 
ment of ¡and it already had. 
Caldera favored the latter 


course but in taking his action 
may have courted more trou­ 
ble in the opposition-controlled 
Velezuelan congress, where he 
is outvoted three to one. 
The leading opposition par­ 
ty. Accion Democratica, has 
accused him of outright relin- 
q u i s h m e n t of Venezuela's 
claims. 
Caldera calls the agreemenl 
a “moratorium.” It may be 
extended automatically unless 
either government exercises 
the option to end it at the end 
of the 2 years. 


THE AGREEMENT is ol 
substantial benefit to Guyana 
which now is free to go ahead 
with development of the area 
without the harassment of out­ 
side pressures. 
The dispute with Venezuela 
has been one of two plaguing 
the Guyana government. 
Surinam, bordering Guyana 
on the east, claims some 9.001 
square miles in a region bor 
dering on Surinam and Brazi 
to the south. 
Each side has accused the 
other of aggression in the area 
which is uninhabited jungle 
Diplomatic negotiations on th( 
issue are under way in Th< 
Hague, capital of the Nether 
lands. Surinam is an autono 
mous region in the kingdom o< 
the Netherlands.

Betty L. P r e s l e y . Marin 
County director of public so­ 
cial services, rocked more 
than a few taxpayers when she 
went before the board of su­ 
pervisors during recent budget 
hearings for permission to hire 
an additional 67 staff people. 
Although turned down, she 
did win approval to add nine 
— and that brought total staff 
for 1970-71 to 207 people. 
Thats quite a force, indeed, 
but a look at the department 
workload tells why. 
In the past three years, pub­ 
lic assistance to the family 
group under Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children has 
risen 54.7 per cent, from 10.225 
cases per month in 1967-68 to 
15.820 in 1969-70; aid to the dis­ 
abled has jumped from 14.644 
to 15.095 over the same period, 
or 30.1 per cent, and general 
relief to siigle persons has 
climbed 49.6 per cent, from 
1,591 to 2,380. although that to­ 
tal is declining and probably 
will continue downward be­ 
cause of a tougher stance by 
the board of supervisors 
Meanwhile, s t a f f has in­ 
creased by 12, from 195 to its 
present 207. 


THE CASELOAD rise can be 
linked to the introduction of 
new federal programs and lib­ 
eralization 
o f 
long-standing 
ones, and a general worsening 
in living conditions tor t h e 
poor. More recently, the listless 


economy has been the major 
factor (The AFDC roll has 
jumped 20 per cent in the last 
six months) and Miss Presley 
doesn't expect an upturn soon. 
•‘Any brightening of the eco­ 
nomic condition outlook in the 
last half of 1970 will take some 
time to reflect itself in the re-1 
turn to employment of those 
on unemployment and even j 
longer to noticeably improve) 
the situation of the public as- i 
sistance group,” she says. 


MISS PRESLEY notes that |

Twenty-seven Israeli planes 
were shot down, the spokes­ 
men said, and 30 more limped 
back to their bases. This was 
the largest loss of Israeli com­ 
bat aircraft ever recorded. 


CAIRO, July 11 — Egyptian 
army officials angrily denied 
shoot i ng down any Israeli 
planes in yesterday’s battle 
over the Suez Canal. “ Our pi­ 
lots.” said Gen. Gamal Emer.

When baseball adopted the free agent draft sys­ 
tem in December of 1964, Gabe Paul jumped with joy. 
Paul started his campaign for the system when he still 
was general manager of the Cincinnati Reds. By the 
time it was adopted, Paul had moved on as president 
of the Cleveland Indians after a very brief stop in 
Houston when the Astros were a 1962 expansion club. 
So Paul wasn't around in Cincinnati when the 
staff he trained immediately began reaping free agent 
awards. Paul's old Cincinnati staff picked Bernie Car- 
bo No. 1. Johnny Bench No. 2 and Hal McRae No. 6 in 
the first free agent baseball draft held in the summer 
of 1965. 
In 1966, Gary Nolan was Cincinnati's No. 1 pick 
out of Oroville. In 1967, Wayne Simpson was No. 1 out 
of Los Angeles. 
Bob Howsam, who had made some great deals for 
the Cardinals when he was general manager in St. 
Louis, became Cincinnati's general manager and exec­ 
utive vice president in 1967. 


Some Very Good Trades 
In 1968, Howsam began wheeling and dealing for 
the Reds. He traded Vada Pinson to the Cardinals for 
Bobby Tolan and Wrayne Granger. He traded Chico 
Gardenas the same year to Minnesota for Jim Merritt. 
Last year he got Jim McGlothlin from the Angels for 
Chico Ruiz and Alex Johnson. 
Howsam, of course, kept Tony Perez. Pete Rose, 
Lee May, Tommy Helms and a rookie shortstop named 
Dave Concepcion he signed out of Venezuela in 1968. 
Take a look at Cincinnati's pennant-bound lineup 
today. It is fashioned from the 1965-66-67 free agent 
picks, the 1968-69 trades and naturally the players 
Howsam had tabbed as untouchables. 
The solid free agent choices by Cincinnati made it 
possible for Howsam to deal the players he did for 
pitchers to round out the team staff. 
Without the free agent system it is doubtful Cin­ 
cinnati could have signed Nolan or Simpson. Giant 
souts knew all about Nolan. Dodger scouts knew all 
about Simpson. And in a free enterprise bonus bidding 
contest, the Giants and Dodgers had the pocket books. 


Best Thing For Baseball 
“It’s the best thing that ever happened to base­ 
ball,” said Paul when the free agent draft went into 
effect. “Baseball is going to benefit by this wide-open 
system. Even those opposed to it will come to support 
it in time because we’re all interested in anything that 
is for the good of the game.’’ 
Walter O’Malley was one of those who opposed 
the free agent draft. “It's socialism,” said O’Malley. 
“He had his reason for saying that,” said Paul. 
“The Dodgers had the Los Angeles area, which always 
has produced a lot of good kid players, pretty well 
sewed up.” 
Whether time will prove the free agent draft to 
be the best thing that ever happened to baseball re­ 
mains to be seen. But there is no doubt whatsoever 
about it making posisble Cincinnati’s Big Red Machine 
of 1970.
